The number of Debentures sold at Is. each, in 1856, was 463, the produce of the sale 
of which was £23 3s. There was an increase in the number sold in 1856, as compared with 
1855, of 43, and in the produce of the sale of 1856, of £2 3s. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1856, was £26,309 ; they exceeded the amount derived from the same 
sources in 1855 by £189. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1856 was £4,214 Cs. hd . ; there 
was a decrease in the past year on this item, from that of 1855, of £624 9s. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied in 1856 to “ Charitable or Useful Local 
purposes” was £1,617 15s. Id. ; in this item there is a decrease in the past year, compared 
with that of 1855 of £75 4s. 7 d.

£12 4s. 4c?. 

The excess of Income in 1856, from all sources, over Expenditure same year, was 
£30 16s. 2d. 

In the course of 1856, Cork Charitable Loan Fund was the only Society Gazetted by 
the Board, and is now in course of winding up. 

The Board, in preceding Reports, have expressed their opinion that some improvements 
in the present machinery of the local management of Loan Funds, and in the existing 
legislative control over the Institution, were required, with a view to the more. adequate 
protection of the savings of the industrious poor, and to the promotion of the main objects 
of the Institution — and the case of the Cork Charitable Loan Fund tends only to confirm 
that opinion.
